PRISON SYSTEM, TEACHERS

AUSTIN, Feb. 2.—<VP)—. 


The fourth , volume of the 
first biennial >r e p o r t of 
Moore Lynn, state auditor 
and effiicency expert, was 
filed with the legislature to- 
day. 


Contained in the volume 


are reports on the state pris- 
on system, audits of the 
state teachers colleges, the depart- 
ment of health, the division of ma- 
terials and tests of the state high- 
way department and the board of 
bartjer examiners. 


Speaking of the prison survey, 


Lynn said the work had not been 
performed expedltiously because of 
the scattered locations of the pris- 
on properties, the variety of the 
operations, irregularities disclosed 
and the poor condition of the rec- 
ords and accounts. 
Lack of funds prevented comple- 


tion of the survey, the report said. 


Lynn said between -$8,000 and 


$13,000 may be saved yearly by 
transporting convicts from coun- 
ties in which they are aentenced 
in prison-owned motor trucks In- 
stead of paying bus fares to trans- 
fer agents for the use of trucks 
owned by them. 
He recommended that the ex- 
pense incurred in recapturing pris- 
oners be paid out of the net earn- 
ings, of the commissaries, prison- 
ers' common property. This would 
reduce the maintenance 
expense 


of the prison system considerably. 
State Teachers Colleges. 
Concerning 
teachers 
colleges, 


Lynn said there appeared to have 
been a general lack of co-ordina- 
tion between .the work of the 
business offices and that of the 
various heads of departments of 
the colleges. 


A uniform 
accounting 
system 


was installed by the colleges Sep- 
tember 1 for the current fiscal 
year, the report stated. 


Health Department. 
Lynn 
said 
recommendations 


were made for redistribution of 
duties in the state health depart- 
ment in certain cases. A new ac- 
counting system was .outlined, new 
forms were devised and instruc- 
tions were given for the operation 
of the bookkeeping division, he 
added.

He pointed out that 
In some parts of the state there 
was a scarcity of game at certain 
times, yet the commission was 
without power to lower the bag 
limit and by reducing the allow- 
able, take steps to preserve enough 
game to insure an adequate sup- 
ply In coming years. 
Moody declared that along the 


gulf coast the past hunting sea- 
son, the number of ducks was 
about one-tenth of. the number 
available last season. Yet, he said 
the bag limit remained the same 
when a sensible reduction would 
have resulted in a plentiful sup- 
ply next year.

REASONS WHY FUND CAN- 


NOT BE ADMINISTERED 


The following statement to the 
press 
by John 
Barton 
Payne, 


chairman of the central committee 
of the American Red Cross, will, 
be read with interest here where 
efforts are being, made to raise 
$1,000 as the quota of Corsicana 
and Navarro county toward the 
$10,000,000 fund asked by the Red 
Cross for the relief of people in 
the drought areas. 
Much interest has been shown 


.here 'In the controversy in the 
Senate and House over a fund 
that would be given the Red Cross 
to administer for general relief, 
and the reasons for refusal of 
this fund by the Red Cross are 
given herein: 
"No 
thoughtful 
member 
or 


friend of the Red Cross will be 
deceived by the charge made in 
the Senate, that in refusing to 
administer a $25,000,000 
general 


relief fund, proposed to be voted 
by the Congress, the Red Cross 
is playing politics. On the con- 
trary, the Red Cross has, after 
the 
most 
careful 
consideration, 


determined that the welfare of the 
Red Cross and those i,t is now 
helping, and will help in the fu- 
ture, 
requires that it 
continue 


its historic, voluntary role, and 
refuse to be drawn into politics. 
"In August, the Red Cross as- 
sumed responsibility for 
drouth 


relief and has extended relief to 
the drought sufferers in twenty- 
one states. The actual work has 
been 
done 
through 
the 
local 
Red, Cross chapters and their 
branches; that is, the neighbors 
and friends of the sufferers in 
their home localities have extend- 
ed the actual relief, and have de- 
termined the amount and charac- 
ter of the ration to be given. 
The National Red Cross organi- 
zation is making cash grants to 
the chapters as needed. In ad- 
dition to this, in many localities 
a hot luncheon is served to the 
children 
in 
the 
schools. 
This 


work will be continued until it 
is completed.

"The $25,000,000 bill under dis- 


cussion is a general relief bill 
and not a drouth relief bill. The 
bill provides as follows: 
" 'There is hereby appropriat- 


ed the sum of $25,000,000 to be 
immediately available, and to be 
expended by the American Red 
Cross, for the purpose of sup- 
plying food, medicine, medical aid 
and other essentials, to afford ade- 
quate human relief in the pres-

" ' This contemplates (1) thai 


the $25,00,000 shall be expended 
by the Red Cross, and (2) that 
it be expended anywhere within

The question of what constitutes 
freedom of the press was argued 
before the supreme court today 
in a case from Minnesota brought 
by J. M. Near. 
The suit was aimed to test the 


validity of the Minnesota statute 
which under the Saturday Press, 
a weekly publication in Minnea- 
polis, had been 
suppressed. 
On the charge that the publi- 


cation was malicious, scandalous 
and defamatory, it was declared 
a public nuisance by the state 
courts and suppressed by injunc- 
tion. The complaint was based on 
a series of articles charging that 
city officials were not 
energeti- 


cally attempting 
to rid Minnea- 


polis 'of organized crime. 


Near and Howard A. Guilford 


were named as publishers of the 
Saturday Press, but during the 
court 
proceedings 
Guilford sold 


his interest to Near. 
The publisher 
challenged 
the 


validity of the Minnesota statute 
He protested against the suppres- 
sion of the 
publication 
by in- 


junction, insisting that under the 
constitutional guarantees of free 
speech and free press he was en- 
titled to a hearing. He also con- 
tended that should the objection- 
able articles be proven 
libelous

WHAT IS DISEASE. 


What constitutes disease? 
Is 


nervousness a disease in the or- 
dinary sense of the word? What 
justification is there for the un- 
sympathetic point of view 
that 


looks upon nervousness as a char- 
acter fault rather than a diseass 


Physical disease is the interac- 


tion between the body and certain 
unfriendly forces in the physical 
environment. 
For 
example, dis- 


ease results from the invasion of 
'harmful bacteria, and from the 
entrance to the body of poisons 
or of unfit foods. 
The term may 
also include the injury from burns 
or from blows or falls. 


In a psychoneurosis, on the oth- 


er hand, the disturbance is endoge- 
nous—springing; from within the 
personality itself—and is the intcr- 
a.ction between warring complex- 
es that have failed in adaptation 
with each other. For example, a 
person is ill at ease if he cannot 
adjust his tendency to thrift with 
an opposite one, his love of display. 
Obviously he cannot hoard up all 
his money and at the same time 
purchase luxurious adornment. 


Now if we keep in mind the de- 


rivation of the word dis-ease, not 
case, we conclude that a psychon- 
eurosis must be recognized as 
a 
state of disease. 
If we think of 


disease as an interference 
with 


function, then surely a personality 
whose complexes «re not doing 
team work is as ill at case as a 
physical body with the hip out of 
joint. 


But again we Make the distinc- 
tion that the hip was thrown out 
of joint by some force acting from 
•without, while the indecision of 
the psychoncurotic is the result of 
his own failure to keep his com- 
plexes properly hooked 
up and 


pulling together. 
Shall we then 


Jose all patience with the halting- 
pace of the psychaneurotic, 
or 


shall we rather think of him 
as 
having been to some extent the 
victim of environment? 
A look at the structure of the 


personality will help us to answer 
the Question. The personality 
is 


made up of complexes or units of 
structure which group themselves 
under the three main headings as 
ego, sex and herd. Tht first group 
has to do with self-preservation, 
the second with reproduction, and 
the third wjth'man's function as 
a member of society. 
There comes the rub—life In a 


group! 
Man does not live alone. 


At all times he Is subject to pres- 
sure from the social environment. 
Even his love of adornment, which 
we spoke of earlier, springs from 
his desire to appear well before 
the herd or before the prospective 
mate. 
Now If his 
acquisitive-complex 


(which is an outgrowth of the in- 
stinct for self-preservation) causes 
him to wear shabby clothes in 
order to hoard htis dollars, then he 
subjects himself to discipline from 
the herd and to disappointment in 
his matins instinct. What fine dis- 
crimination It takes to keep the 
three main groups of complexes 
properly balanced and pulling to- 
gether! 
Then conies 
another question: 


In the case of a psychoneurosis Is 
the explanation to bo sought in 
the degree of social pressure to 
which the personality has 
been 


subjected? 
The answer was for- 
mulated 
for us 
some centuries 


ago: 
There hath no temptation 


overtaken 
you but 
such 
as 
Is 


common to man. 
Do not most men succeed in 


making adaptation? 
We 
know 


that they* do. So we must recog- 
nize the fact that there is within 
the individual himself the power 
to make good his escape from the 
sort of dis-ease which constitutes 
a psychcnourosis. 
Not in medi- 


cine 'but in psychological insight 
lies the cure for ''nerves."

The most baffling political situa-

of the closing hours of the seven- 
first 
congress. 
It "accounts for 
administration opposition to con- 
voking 
the 
seventy-second con- 


gress in special session. It gives 
idded 
significance 
to 
repeated, 
jitter clashes between 
President 


Hoover and the senate. 
The ». seventy-second 
congress 


will pave the way for the presi- 
dential election- of 1932. Leaders 
will attempt then to define par- 
ty Issues and map the strategy 
for that campaign. 


Yet no man can say now which 
party will effectively control, or 
what coalition may arise to dom- 
nate that congress. Death itself 
may hold the balance of power. 


It will be the first time in his- 


tory that the American scheme 
of 
two-party political alignment 
has faced the test, of hair-trigger 
majorities in senate and house si- 
multaneously. There is no preceo\- 
erit back to the first congress. 


Nominally,, the republicans have 
a one-vote over-all margin in each 
house of the new congress, de- 
spite two deaths in the house and 
two in the senate since election. 
Special elections, the only means 


by which house, members may be 
chosen, are 
expected to retum 


two other New York City demo- 
crats to the house vacancies, 


A republican already has re- 
placed Frank Greene, republican, 
from Vermont in the senate, and 
a democrat succeeded Overman of 
North Carolina. 
Appointive Powers Shift 
In four states, however, each 
with-two republican senators sit- 
ting, democrats 'have replaced re- 
publicans as governors since elec- 
tion and now wield the appoint- 
ive power. In a fifth state, with 
one republican 
and 
one dem- 


ocratic senator, there has been a 
similar shift of appointive power. 
In another with a republican 
and a farmer-labor governor has 
relieved a republican. 
In still an- 


other with two republican senat- 
ors, 
an independent governor has 


taken over from a republican. 
In 
one state with 
two republican 
senators, a 
republican 
governor 


has replaced a democrat. 
Any. of these shifts of ap- 
pointive power in tho states 
may havo vital 
bearing on 


party alignment In' the senate 
at any time. 
As It now stands the republican 
majority of one rests only on the 
constitutional power of the vice- 
president to vote in case of a tie. 


Yet this is merely the statistical, 


the nominal picture of the situa- 
tion in the seventy-second con- 
gress.

Party Lines Never Even
